Why the secrecy? 


One of the deepest 


mysteries in Australian 


soccer surrounds the recent “suspension” of the 


Australia Cup for 1967. 


The decision was 
taken at the ASF Eax- 
ecutive meeting, in Syd- 
ney, and laconically an- 
nounced to the Press. 

When asked for the 
reason. behind this move, 
one Sydney delegate 
said: 

“The Australia Cup 
would have interfered 
with our Asian tour. 

“A vote was taken and 
the Cup was suspended.” 

However, an interstate 
delegate gave a different 
version. 

“The Executive voted, 
overwhelmingly in favor 
of running the Cup this 
year,” he said. 

“Then an. impassioned. 
speech was made against 
the Cup and by general 
agreement the vote was 
rescinded. 

Several leading Syd- 
ney club presidents and 
Secretaries said this 
week they had been sur- 
prised at the decision. 

None had any recollec- 
tion that the NSW 
Council would have been 
consulted on the matter 
and the NSW delegates 
empowered to vote for 
the Cup's suspension. 

Victorian clubs were 
also caught by surprise. 

An_ official statement 
issued by the Victorian 
State League manage- 


ment committee has this 


to say: 
“At the ASF meeting, 
the majority of dele- 


gates voted in favor of 
the Austratia Cup being 
played in 1967, but am-

So they suffered from the 
same malady that most Aust- 
ralian representative teams 
guffer from: lack of team- 
work and harmony,

But they also Jacked some- 
thing else which, to the star 
starved Australian public was 
even more painful: great in- 
dividual’ players. 

Perhnps a Baxter, Gray, 
Gemmell, Lennox or some 
others like these would have 
made all the difference,

public didn't see one’ player 
pf outstanding ability or skill 

‘The greatest disappointment 
of them all was Sheffield 
Wednesday's young Jim Mc- 
Calliog, said to be a star of 
the foture. 

Tom Docherty let the boy 
z0 about two years ago and 
since then has claimed this 
fo be his “greatest mistake”. 

Well, we are not so sure 
Docherty did make a mistake, 
after all 

All the other players were 
professional in what they did; 
but sadly Jacked sparkle. 

Perhaps Townsend, Morgan 
and Ferguson xate special 
mentions though it is unlik 
ly that Australian fans will 
remember any of them 4 year 
from ow. 

Comparisons of this kind 
are always extremely hard’ 10 
make but it appears safe to 
say that “Scotland” were one 
of the weakest touring teams 
ever fo appear in Australia — 
probably even below AS 
Roma's level. 


Exciting 


Manchester United — well, 
that was a different ‘story 
altogether. 

For the first time ever, 
Australia saw in action the 
current English League cham 
pions — the champions of the 
mation that ‘produced the 
Worle Cup winners. 

This was bound te be ex- 
citing — and it was. 

Although never playing at 
the same’ full pelt that is re- 
quired of them in a League 
match, Manchester always 
produced some magnificent 
stuff, even if only in spasms. 

Here were the complete 
professionals, members of a 
well-drilled machine richly en- 
dowed with individuality and 
talent. 

To have expected 100 per 
cent. efforts from United on 
their tour was naive; even 
when they promise this and 
mean it, they just can’t carry 
it out. 


Without their usual strict 
training and living routine, 
and facing considerably weak 
er opponents, all tourists are 
incapable of concentrating on 
the job the same way they 
must do in a Teague match. 

{But this didn’t _preyent 
Manchester from giving & 
rich display of| their immense 
ability. 

Alll their matches were en- 
tertaining and in just about 
all Busby’s boys managed to 
produce some brilliant move- 
ments and bursts. 

As a team, they were un- 
doubtedly the best. ever to 
tour under the aegis of the 
ASE, surpassing even the 
highly successful Everton of 
1964. 

United played a rather 
Joose ‘Version of the 4-2-4 
with Nobby, Stiles at fourth 
fullback and Bobby Chariton 
the most vital! midtteld link. 

Tn all aspects of the game 
they showed us just what 
modern football is. 

Two of the fullbacks, Bren- 
nan and Dunne often joined 
the attack — not in a hap- 
hazard) fashion but in the 
style of modern, attacking 
wingers overlapping their own 
forwards,

and here I include the 
midfield players also — knew 
precisely what to do with the 
ball once they gained possess- 
ion. 

No one player was ever 
abandoned by his. colleagues 
— they brought the ball away 
from their own goal by deft, 
accurate passing with at least 
two or three players always 
being close to the one who 
had the bail. 


Modern football 


In other words, Manchester 
United showed what is meant 
by the principle that m mod- 
ern football the attack must 
start’ with your goalkeeper 
and possession Of the ball is 
absolutely. vital. 

AM United players _con- 
stantly played WITHOUT the 
ball, moving into empty spac- 
¢s, “showing” themselves: to 
receive a pass, flicking it on 
an@ running further again in 
‘a continuous whirling move- 
ment. 

Actually, to the close ob- 
server it wasn’t so much their 
game WITH the ball rather 
than WITHOUT it that ap- 
pealed most. 

This type of modern foot- 
ball isn’t linked to a strict 
42-4 or 43-3 system. 

Manchester could do it 
with a “WM” formation — 
and we can't, even with a 
433. 

This takes a professional 
approach, daily training and 
above average players able to 
think intelligently about their 
game. 

In Sydney we may have 
only two or three such play- 
crs at the moment and it is 
most doubtful if we'lk ever 
have more unless we create 
the right conditions for them. 

United’s attacking game 
was exciting, spectacular 
but charmingly disorganised. 

Match after match George 
Best was appointed as the 
“entertainer” to please the 
crowds and get the goals ne- 
cessary to win. 

Best, this devilishly clever 
winger — possibly the best 
ever seen in this country not-

But there is nothing “class- 
ical” about their game and 
this inevitably disappoints the 
connoisseurs who not only 
want the meat but also the 
garnish. 

In Kidd, Manchester Un- 
ited undoubtedly have a great 
star of the future while Aston 
is a most effective, dangerous 
winger of the orthodox school. 


What is there to learn from 
Manchester United? 

A great deal, of course. The 
question is, are we in tho 
position to learn anything? 


‘To me the most important 
lesson’ is: we are not going 
about the right way to pro- 
duce even good teams, let 
alone Manchester Uniteds. 


Several of their current 
stars were handpicked at the 
age of 15 to sign on as ap- 
prentice professionals: Charl- 


ton, Best, Stiles, Kidd and 
some others are all home 
products. 


“Nurseries” needed 


Our teams have no “nurs 
ries” of that vital age grou 
the third grade teams are 
based on 17 and 18-year-old 
youngsters. 

That is far 
moulding! 

‘The unearthing of 15-year- 
old talent and formulating 
their careers is left to the 
amateur clubs with hardly the 
facilities, resources and know- 
how needed for this funda- 
mental task. 

By the time they are 
“spotted” and join # First 
Division club, at 17 or 18, 
they have developed a style 
— and have acquired all the 
bad habits which will stick 
with them for the rest of their 
careers. 

Tt seems esseritial that our 
administrators think about 
this: how can we assure that 
budding talent is discovered 
and then groomed to full 
bloom at 15 or so? 


Maybe our First Division 
clubs should run two youth 
teams, of 15 and 16; perhaps 
they ‘should “sponsor” such 
combinations in the various 
districts. 

But whichever it is, they 
must do something. 

Otherwise our boys lose 
those two obviously vital 
yeats of formal and careful 
coaching — and we lose some 
potential stars.

ONCE A SYMBOL 


So there will be no Australia Cup this 
year: 

The tournament which caused so much 
controversy and. bitterness some years ago has 
been “suspended” until 1968. 

Actually, it was the Australia Cup to which 
the present Australian Soccer Federation owes 
its birth. 

This was the unifying force which finally 
brought the States together, under the aegis of 
the ASR, promising us the first “Australia-wide 
tournament of any code.” 

It came about at the prompting of the 
NSW Federation, then a suecessful outlaw; the 
other States followed. 

Now, so we hear, the NSW delegates to the 
ASE executive meeting all voted for the sus- 
pension of the Cup. 

This raises many eyebrows — and some 
interesting questions. 

Did the NSW delegates have the necessary: 
mandate to vote the way they did? 

Was the NSW Council consulted and did 
the Sydney clubs agree to this? 

Té would be also gratifying to know why: 
this was thought to be necessary at all. 

Ostensibly, the Australia Cup was pushed: 
aside to make room for the Australian team’s 
end-of-season tour of Asia. 

But we find this logic hard to follow.

All overseas soccer experts agree about 
this and Matt Busby himself expressed the 
same views, 


@ PUBLIC DESERVES BETTER 


Nobody questions the wisdom of the Asian 
tour: lets have it, by all means. 
Let's prepare as strong a team as possible 
* 

Why is it that we only listen to the things 
we want to hear and not to those that don’t 
please us? 

We know that even the running of the Aus- 
tralia Cup wouldn't keep all our clubs occupied. 

But surely something could be devised to 
lengthen the season. 

We also tend to forget the soccer public 
which, for almost half the year, is left high 
and dry without anything to watch. 

Heaven only knows they deserve better 
treatment than they are getting: primitive 
ground conditions, high admission charges, 
mediocre soccer — and a five-month long spell. 

In the last two years we saw the termina- 
tion of the Interstate Championship, the Federa~ 
tion Cup and now the “suspension” of the Aus- 
tralia Cup.

The provincial team, coached 
by former international Spassov, led the field from 
start to finish and only conceded 20 goals in 30 
games, Slavia Sofia were runners-up, Levski third 
and Sparfak and CSKA, both also from Sofia, 
equal fourth. 


Jurkanin stars for Czechs 

Jurkanin, Sparta Prague’s brilliant 18-year-old, 
gained his first “A” international cap last Sun- 
day week against Turkey in a European Nations’ 
Cup match. Jurkanin, who won the admiration of 
Australian fans earlier this year, scored one of 
the goals in Czechoslovakia’s 3-0 win at Bratis- 
lava. The Czechs have won both their matches 
to date and seem almost certain to win their 
group, at the expense of Spain, holders of the 
European Cup, Turkey and Northern Ireland.
